of more than 8 per cent, In 1845, with o 
population of seventecn millions 
and Wales, the total number ot kentences 
Passed was 17,000 ; in 1870, with a popula- 
tion of twenty-two millions, that number 
had fallen to 18,000. The sentences of im- 
Prisonment had fallen off 41 per cent ; those 
of transportation and penal servitude, 54 
per cent; and of capital punishment, 76 
per cent. The number of re-committments 
had also diminished and the number re- 
claimed had greatly increased, t 
The gross expenditure on criminals for 
the year was £800,000, or £81 Ts. 6d. per 
head, Bat then the earnings of the prison- 
eré ure to be set off ugaingt th is, and these 
amounted to £218,776, or £22 174. 10d per

The Marchmont Fire. 
INQUEST ON THE REMAINS OF THE 
| .. BURNT CHILD, 


On the afternoon of Monday, 29th inat., 
an inquest Was held at the Western House, 
before Coroners Ri. M. Roy and Jobn P. 
Macdonnell, upon the remains of Robert 
Gray, the child whose charred corpse was 
found in the ruing of Marchmont on that 
morning, The body was fearfully burned, 
the lower extremities being partially con- 
sumed and the upper portion of the trunk 
so disfigured as to be scarcely recognizable. 

The testimooy of Dr, Holden, which was 
first taken, was merely formal—that he bad 
no doubt, from the appearance of the rev 
maing, that deceased was killed by fire, 

Leste Tone was sworn and eald—I was 
in charge of Marchmont; between 1 and 2 
o'clock this morning I was called; the person 
who called me’ said the house was on fire; I 
went outside; the ladies were all out and the 
children screaming. I went to the window 
of the room where the children slept, to see 
if they were all out ; the man-servant went 
in and gearched the room; he brought out 
one little boy whom he got asleep; he’ went 
in again and searched, and said there was no 
one left; I called out, asking him if there 
was any ous left in the house, and he said 
they were all out safe, I went in at the 
front door of the house and galled: ont to 
make sure if there was any one in the other 
rooms; there was no reply; the smoke was 
so thick that we could only stay a minute or 
two, and we had no light; after calling the 
roll of the boys, I found Robert Gray missing 
after the house was burned down ; one of the 
boys sald he and Gray went into the front 
door, and that the amoke was so dened that 
he returned; he was the Inst that aaw do- 
cohsed ; Iam not aware how the ashes were 
disposed of ; there was an nsh-house, but It 
was not safe; they were forbidden to put 
ashes there; 1 think the fire originated 
where the cord-wood was out up and stored,

On the floor of the 
House of Commons, in the Lecal Lepisla- 
tive Assembly, in the columns of the news* 
paper and in political pamphlets, the 
leading commercial and financial men of 
the anti-Confederate party conclusively 
proved, as it was thought, ‘by elaborate 
statistical statements thar Nova Scotia was 
irretrievably ruined—that her foreign trade 
was utterly destroyed, and her home indus 
tries forever blotted out, But, these great 
statisticians have proved to be tulse pro- 
phets; the Province bas not yet been 
ruined, and the prospects are tbat she has 
before her # more brilliant era of prosperity 
than she ever yet experienceds A statis- 
tical table of trade returng of the port of 
Halifax has just been published, which 
shows a gradual but most! flattering in- 
creasé. In 1868 the imports werd of the 
value of $7,106,000; in 1869 of the value 
of $6,489,000; in 1870 of the value of 
$8,157,000; and in 1871 of the value of 
$9,458,000 The duties’ gollected in the 
respective years Were us follows ; $869,000 ; 
$909,221 ; $1,098,000; and $1,111,000. 

The goods imported are divided into the 
clussses ‘dutiable* apd ‘free,’ and it is 
noticeable that there has been a very con- 
siderable increase in the aggregate im- 
portations of the Jatter class, a8 may be 
seen from the following:-—-In 1868 free 
goods imported $1,058,000; in 1869, $1,- 
836,000; 1» 1870, $1,947,000 ; and in 1871, 
$8,084,000. This is held tu be one of the 
most favorable indications of the prosperity 
of the Province, as it ia an unerring sign 
that o stimalye bas been given to local 
manufacturing industries, and ‘that these 
have bad their influence upon agriculture 
and the mercantile marine. Moreover, it 
is anticipated that, with the development 
of the coal industry and with the opening 
of the Totercolopial and other railways, & 
yet uroatyr stimulus will be given to the 
industries of the Province, and, consequent 
ly, that the imports, especially of free goods

constantly peck at itif they wish, and this 
supplies the place of the bugs, worms and 
grasshoppers which find their way to, the 
uungry crawa of the fowls during the 
summer months, when they can in « meas- 
ure choose their own diet or change it to 
suit themselves. An item of very great 
importance in successful poultry manage- 
ment is to bave at all times plenty ot pure, 
fresh water, for theré is scarcely anything 
else which conduces more to the well-being 
ot a flock of pouliry.

Vruning, 


All the work of pruning, both in the 
orchard and garden, should be done in 
February, Trim up every tree and every 
bush into a pice, open, spreading head, but 
avoid as much as possible cutting away 
large limbs and bearing wood, ‘Any one 
who has paid attention to the matter can 
tell what limbs and twigs are most loaded 
with froit. The trunks of large fruit trees 
should be scraped and well washed with 
strong soap suds, and a top dressing of 
ashes and fine manure be placed above the 
roots, but not close to the trunks. The 
older the tree the further out its main roots 
extend, and it is only at the ends of these 
roots or underground branches that the 
rootlets that convey plant food to the tree 
are foun, Do not spade in the ground to 
get the manure under, but let it stay on 
the surface to be soaked in by the spring 
rains. If the ground under fruit trees is 
cultivated at all, the work should be done 
with a good fork, not a spade.

Another Fire, 


One more is to be added to the list of 
fires which have of late occurred in this 
town. Between 10 and 11 o'clock on 
Tuesday, a fire was discovered in W. Fan 
uing’s livery stables, The contents of the 
etables being bighly combustible and the 
Uuildings of wood, the flames spread with 
a rapidity almost murvellous to Fanning’s 
hotel atables, closely adjotning. Within 
ten minutes of the alarm being given the 
whole of the stables were on fire, also a 
driving shed in Mr. Walter Fanning’s 
yard The upper portion of this structure 
containing a large quantity of bay, which 
the flames seémed to lick up with almost 
lightning rapidity. Efforts to save as 
much as possible and to quench the 
flames had in the meantime not been 
wenting. The whole of the horses in 
both of the stables were got out 
safely, though not & moment too soon, as 
the smoke was very dense. The carriages, 
cutters, sleighs, omnibusses, buggies, and 
other vehicles, of which there were a large 
number in the sheds and yards, were all 
got out of danger as soon as possible, The 
harness was also saved, except two sets of 
double, and three single seta, 

Before the arrival of the fire engines, one 
of Capt. Nunn’s Chemical engines was 
brought oat, and did excellent service in 
preventing the spread of the fire, Where- 
ever the ‘water from this little engine 
touched the effect was at once visible, the 
fire seeming to be extinguished at once by 
the chemical preparation which it contains, 
The steam and hand engines were quickly 
at work after their arrival, the former 
throwing powerful streams through two 
bravches, though it was difficult to get 
men enough to “than the brakes” of the 
hand engine, The Hook and Ladder Com 
pany worked with a will, and were instru- 
mental in saving Bogart’s new building, by 
tearing dowo the burning: carriage shed, 
the Hames raging in which threatened to 
destroy this fine block, Here, also,a chem- 
cul engine did good service, whilst 
another in the hotel stables, was, even with 
4 short supply of water, able to cope suc- 
cessfully with the flames, which were sub- 
dued and the stables saved with but slight 
damage.

Railway Projects. 


The prosperity and progress of the- Do- 
minion are fully evidenced by the extra- 


ordinary energy which lias within the past |~ 


year or two been show), in the construction 
and equipment of a lurge number of new 
lines of railway, withia its borders, In 
this movement the Province of Ontario has, 
asin most other matters, taken the lead of 
her sister Provinces. Ti,is fact is due, we 
apprehend, to two causes, the first of which 
is, that the rapid increaw ofthe wealth and 
population of the Dominion and the gpen- 
ing up of new districts for colonization, 
have made the nevess'ty for cheap and 
rapid transportation of Le products of the 
soil an absolute occessily. The second 
great reason was the aid offered to lines of 
railway caleulated to open up the unsettled 
portions of our territory and to connect the 
inland waters with those which form the 
boundaries of the Province.. We will not 


any other nationality at the present time, 
The most pleasing feature in connection 
with our new railway enterprises is that 
all.so far Constructed, have paid their way 
from the stary— an experience unfor- 
tunately not general, nor bitherto known, 
except in the case of one line, in this coun

Tie people have put their hands in their 
pockeis and ha¥e given a portion of their 
substance to aid the enterprises which were 
to benctit them, thereby rendering heavy

After the usual routine ot business had 
disposed of, Prof, Macoun stated that as 
many of the teachers had failed in the 
School Law at the last Examination, he 
thought that a good subject for a future 
ieebng of the Associdtion would be that 
the Inspector explain some portion of 
School ara a pe fhe 
The Inspector, in reply, stated that he 
would gladly give every ussistance he 
possibly could to the teachers, and that he 
would take up that subject at some con- 
Yentiop pportunity. 
Prof. M.coun then introduced the eubject, 
“How tar should the teacher assist the 
popil,” by stating thatthe education ofa 
person commenced when but a few days 
old, and only ceased with their existence : 
that education was not confined to the 
school room, but that the child as being 
educated at home and on the wlreet, and 
that there are many schools besides these 
bearing that name, Someare held on the 
corner of tbe street, others in the Churches, 
others again in the ‘ 
Men's also 
stated that all teaching should be by induc- 
tion, that moral training should be first, 
mental and then physical ; that many 
teachers failed from overteaching, being 100 
indulgent; that teaching means communi- 
cating ideas; that the child should be 
taught to think, taught to. sely upon anil use 
its own powers, Trct in teaching ia the art 
of communicating khowledge so that the 
pupil can comprehend the idea, and that no 
difficulty should be told a child, but that it 
should be encouraged to overcome these ob: 
atacles. There are three tysiema of teaching 
in bis country: 1st, the old, or Tote system ; 
2nd, the cramming system, which iy an 
improvement on the first method ; 8rd, the 
thinking or sntellectual system, which is 
the true method of teaching, The» rote 
system, ay still parsued to a great extent in
